What we shall do depends on 
what the Bible says If we did 
not have the Bible as our guide 
we might feel much more per- 
plexed than we do. But having 
this precious Word of God open 
before us we feel safe and rest- 
ful.

they kept this up until he was 
released and broke up the praver 
meeting by his appearance in 
their midst. This was a new ex- 
perience to Peter, but he was 
submissive and obedient. 


Only for supernatural inter- 
vention Peter would have slept 
on probably until morning and 
been executed the next day. 
But the angel of the Lord came 
and made a light in the prison, 
made Peter awake from his sleep, 
dress himself and get out. All 
Peter had to do was to obey 
orders. By his obedience he was 
taken from prison, led out of the 
city, and turned loose to go to 
the midnight prayer meeting. 

Peter submitted to the power 
of the government that put him 
gn the prison, and he also sub- 
mitted to the power that took 
him out.
